Supreme Court Holds 
Turning Down of De- 
murrer Was in Error. 


The Fulton county supertor court 
erred when it overruled a demurrer 
filed by the Atlanta Title and Trust 
Company to a petition of George B. 
Tidwell, of Atlanta, which sought to 
bar the title company from the use of 
the offices of the clerk of the superior 
court, the Georgia supreme court held 
in a divided opinion handed down Fri- 
day. 
| Tidwell, in a petition filed by six 
| Atlanta lewyers, asked that the title 
‘company be compelled to pay to the 
' court $78,000 in fees for the examina- 
i tions, since 1925, of titles recorded in 
| the clerk’s office and to require the 
clerk to collect a fee for every title 
examined by the company in the fu- 
ture. 

The majority opinion of the court, 
written by Associate Justice Atkinson, 
held that the prevention of such prac- 
tices “is essentially injustice,” and 
that a mandamus, “the office of which 
is to compel specific acts,” is not the 
proper remedy. 

Responsibility on Simmons. 


_ Lawyers who filed the Tidwell pe- 
tition interpreted the decision of the 
court to place the responsibility for 
permitting the company to use the 
court clerk’s offices and number se- 
rially the property instruments pass- 
ing through that office on the clerk 
| of the court, J. W. Simmons, who 
| Was the original defendant in the suit. 
Because of this interpretation, law- 
t 


yers representing Tidwell said that 
they would confer. with Simmons Mon- 
day and that if he declined to stop 
the company from its use of his of- 
fices they would seek an injunction, 
aS suggested by the high court decis- 


tice. 

Associate Justice Hines and Chief 
Justice Russell dissented to the nia- 
jority epinion while Associate Justice 
Gilbert filed a special concurring opin- 
ion. In his dissenting opinion, Jus- 
tice Hines said: 

“By the common law, no person is 
entitled to inspect public records, per- 
sonally or by an agent, or to make 


dum therefrom, unless he has such an 
interest therein as would enable him 
to maintain or defend an action for 
which the record sought furnished evi- 
dence or necessary information and 
the interest of the person demanding 
the inspection must be direct and 
tangible.

Yangtse’s Swirling Cur- 
rents Shatter Wing of 
Plane on Turn. 


HANKOW, China, Oct. 2.—(#4)— 
Charles and Anne Lindbergh and Dr. 
P. Z. King, Chinese flood relief work- 
er, escaped drowning in the Yangtse 
river today but were thoroughly 
ducked as the Lindberghs’ black Lock- 
heed .monoplane overturned in the 
swirling and muddy water while turn- 
ing preparatory to taking off. 

The accident halted the Lindberghs’ 
flood relief surveys, upon which they 
have been engaged as volunteers ever 
since their arrival in China two weeks 
ago. 

Their plane rested tonight on the 
deck of the British aircraft carrier 
Hermes, its wing broken. The Hermes 
will carry the plane and its owners 
back to Shanghai, sailing at 10 a. m. 
Saturday. There an expert will put the 
machine in shape for the next stage of 
the Lindberghs’ aerial vacation. The 
Hermes will reach Shatighai probably 
early Tuesday. 

The Lindberghs were to make an 
observation flight of the Tungting 
Lake region, 110 miles southwest of 
here, in an airplane. 

One end of the wing struck the water 
as the flying craft tutned in the swift 
current, capsizing it and throwing the 
three passengers overboard. 

The Hermes’ crew worked fast. In 
a short time they had hauled the Lind- 
berghs and Dr. King out of the river. 

Before the accident the Lindberghs 
had planned to return to Shanghai 
within a few days to get their plane 
tuned up for the next phase of their 
flight. Their survey flights in the flood 
areas, hailed by the national flood 
commission as of the utmost value to 
the commission and the Chinese na- 
tion, were virtually completed. 

It was not believed the accident 
would interfere seriously with their 
plans to continue their vacation flight 
with a return to the United States by 
plane, 

Colonel Lindbergh, however, re- 
mains as noncommittal as ever regard- 
ing their future course. There are in- 
creasing indications, however, that it 
will be toward Europe by the way of 
southern Asia. 

The colonel indicated he and Mrs. 
Lindbergh would stay at a hotel in 
Shanghai, and hoped to be compara- 
tively free of official or other formal 
entertainment.

Better Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(4)—The 
efforts of public and private agencies 
to bring better times again command- 
ed major attention today in. Washing-~ 
ton. 

President Hoover, at the hub of the 
clustering activities of a- relief-bent 
federal government, continued his 
studies of a range of proposals for 
governmental action. 

A committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, after 
long deliberation, put before the coun- 


try an inclusive plan for unofficial 
direction of production and employ- 
ment through a national planning 
board. 

The president's unemployment re- 
lief organization, headed by Walter 8. 
Gifford, contributed a suggestion for 
community management of the prob- 
lem of the workless. 

One of Mr. Hoover’s callers was 
Senator Borah, of Idaho. Newly re- 
turned from the silver country in the 
west, the senator urged his host at 
luncheon to call an international con- 
ference for consideration of bi-metal- 
lism. 

In one form or another, every de- 
partment of the government has been 
set a task in the president's efforts to 
do whatever is found helpful for eco- 
relief. 

None of the plans under considera- 
tion for economic relief has reached a 
stage of development where the White 
House feels announcement can _ be 
made. It was said today that no one 


‘definite project for easing the situa- 


tion had been drawn up, although the 
president was continuing his investi- 
gations hopefully. 

Mr. Hoover has heen much intewst- 
ed in the chamber of commerce project 
for a planning board, which would ad- 
vise industry in a manner designed 
both te equalize production over pe- 


| riods of recession and to give’ greater 


assurance of continuing employment. 
This plan as drawn in committee still 
awaits approval of the chamber’s 
board of directors. 

The proposal of Senator Borah for 
helping the silver situation is an out- 
growth of widespread demands among 
western senators, but thus far the ad- 
ministration has shown no disposition 
to accept arguments for bi-metallism.

One thing about a felon, it gives 
you an excellent means of guaging 
your doctors competence or ability. 
If he hears your complaint and takes 
one good look at the digit without 
touching it, and proceeds to get ready 
to anesthetize you and incise’ the 
thing and drain it (not “lance” it), 
he’s a good doctor. If he fiddles 
anound, presses on the already ex- 
cruciatingly tender digit trying to 
(evidence of pus) 
and then stalls along with ointment, 
poultice, or some such nice old grand- 
motherly sympathy, you would do well 
to ease yourself out of his shop as 
soon as you can make a nolite ¢s- 
cape, and look up another doctor who 
knows something about good conserva- 
tive surgery. ‘There is only one safe 
and effective treatment for felon, and 
that is immediate and thorough sur- 
gical incision, under anesthesia, of 
course. Any other treatment is just 
nursing, and nursing a felon is a 
crime, even if it costs the victim only 
a few days of unnecessary suffering.

to be all in all te him, to the exclusion of his children by another 
wife, of her desire to have her husband to herself, without the an- 
noyance of the care and training of another's brood. But over against 
that she has placed her duty to her husband and those children, duty 
which demands that the helpless children should be guaranteed a 
happy and secure home with their father and with the woman whom 
he has loved and married. It is the problem of instinet versus rea- 
son. She handled it well and wisely and she lifted herself above the 
savage and the unreasoning creature by bringing fier mind to bear on 
the problems which every step-mother must face. 


There is no gainsaying that the step-child constitutes one of the biggest 
and most far-reaching problems that a woman ever has to face. The rela-

Whenever I speak or write on Con- 
tract Bridge I always emphasize the 
vital importance of that cornerstone 
of sound bidding, the Approach prin- 
ciple. This means that in hands con- 
taining a choice between the Open- 
ing bid of a suit and no-trump, the 
suit—were it only a four-card minor— 
should first be bid. Notramp bids in 
the Approach-Forcing system are an 
end and not a means to an end. By 
bidding suits rather than notrump, 
the notrump bid which does not in- 
crease the contract may always be 
used to temper the bidding of a part- 
ner and keep the contract at a make- 
able stage. By showing the possibili- 


ties of game at notrump are in no 
wise excluded. but the chance to play

On pleas for extension of the seed 
loans, Secretary Hyde said these 
would be considered individually. The 
planters must make statements show- 
ing their crop yields, other debts and 
ability to pay.
